M e e t Sit« With as Much Natural 
Beauty as 
Possible—County 
Hospital Should be on the 
Farm. 


Dr. Thos. Specs Carrington, th** 
hospital *«xpt*rt of National repute 
has these practical things to say 
about the «election of a site for 
County Hospitals: 
Extent and Nature of th*« Land. 
—The site should he a tract of 
land from 20 to 100 acres in ex­ 
tent, including 
forest, 
orchard 
and land that can b<* cultivated 
When there is a choice of a num­ 
ber of sites, a damp or swampy 
location should he 
avoided, 
as 
such land when used for a hospi­ 
tal must he drained often by 
a 
subsoil method, which is expen­ 
sive. 
Lighting, Water and Sewage,— 
A good supply of water is a nec­ 
essity and it would prove advan­ 
tageous for this reason to secure 
a farm, if possible, within the line 
of the city water supply and sew­ 
er system. 
Thus the question oî 
water, sewage disposal and lights 
would he settled and great 
ex­ 
pense saved. 
When this is impos­ 
sible there should he good springs, 
a running stream of clear water 
or a thoroughly protected well on 
the site, and if these are not above 
the building, a pumping 
plant 
will be necessary. 
The disposal 
of sewage from the 
institution 
must he considered 
before 
the 
land is acquired, as the quality 
of the soil, the rise of the land and 
the posittion of water-courses and 
lakes enter into the question and 
increase or reduce the cost of in­ 
stallation and maintenance. 
Investigate Climate. 
Local Climate Conditions.—The 
climatic conditions should he care­ 
fully investigated. 
The Southern 
exposure of a hill or mountain is 
usually to be 
preferred. 
Sites 
where strong prevailing winds ex­ 
ists during certain seasons of the 
year should be avoided unless pro­ 
tected by forests or hills. 
Attractiveness.—The living and 
sleeping quarters should he placed 
in a manner to give a pleasant and 
interesting outlook to the patient, 
who may he housed in a certain 
building for many months, some­ 
times extending into years, and 
the consideration of his comfort 
pleasure and contentment will do 
much to solve the question of hold­ 
ing him. 
All Natural Beauty Possible 
Natural Beauty.—It is rather 
unusual to find beautiful scenery 
in the 
neighborhood 
of 
cities 
where hospitals are needed, hut 
the open country offers a choice 
of sites which should he consider­ 
ed from this point of 
view. 
A 
sloping or hilly piece of land will 
he more desirable than a 
level 
one. 
Meadows and trees add to 
the cheerfulness of the landscape 
and a forest, lake or stream give 
great opportunities 
for 
amuse­ 
ment. 
Artificial 
Improvement. — A 
great deal can be done by artific­ 
ially improving the grounds where

It is safe to predict that in 
a 
few years peanuts will be one of 
the leading crops in Texas. Year 
by year the appreciation of 
the 
peanut for both man and beast 
increases, and when its value as 
feed for meat-making animals is 
fully recognized there will not be 
a farm in Texas that does not in­ 
clude a field of 
peanuts. 
Some 
States 
already 
appreciate 
the 
great value of peanuts as regu­ 
lar crops, and in those States the 
peanut acreage has greatly 
in­ 
creased in late years. 
In Okla- 
homa especially, the acreage plan­ 
ted in peanuts has increased to 
more than double in one 
year. 
The 
Heavener 
Ledger, 
giving 
some facts on this feed crop 
in 
Oklahoma, says: 
“ The raising of peanuts 
has 
become a substantial industry in 
Oklahoma, 
the 
acreage 
having 
jumped from 40,000 in 1912 
to 
more than 100,000 this year. Ste- 
phens county leads all others, its 
acreage being 39,000, as against 
5,000 a year ago. 
Peanuts in Ok­ 
lahoma yield from 40 to 200 bush­ 
els an acre, and in addition pro­ 
duce from one to two tons of ex­ 
cellent hay. The hay is quite the 
equal of alfalfa. Growers receive 
from 75c to $1.50 a bushel 
for 
their peanuts.
